This 
may or may not be true, tor | doubt if they 
will appoint an American bouse agents for a 
British line of steamers, © The line is to be 
inaugurated very, soon, and should it prove 
atailore, the steamers are to be placed on 
the South American route. They are all pro 
peliers.’”’. 

From a creditable source we learn that the 
statement of the agency of Messrs. Burrell & 
Co. in Hung Kong is correct; that a Mr. 
Green, of the London and San Francisco 
Bank, in this city, is one of the managers of 
the line; and that a prominent American firm 
will be agents ia this city. Itis expected the 
first steamer of the line will leave Hong Kong 
on or about the lst of January; also, that 
from the improvements in engines (which are 
cvmpound), using a minimum of coal in con 
nection with the sails, on & more northern 
route, that the steamers will not only carry 
larger cargoes, bot will make mach quicker 
passages across the Pacific than is done by 
the present line of side. wheelers. The iu- 
auguration of this new line of steamers will 
not only tend to reduce the present rates of 
freight and passage, bat will aleo tead to 
divert a large portion of the tea trade which 
pow goes by sailing vessels to Great Britain 
and New York.

THE ALABAMA, FLORIDA AND SHEN. 
ANDOAH CLAIMS ALLOWED. 

Geneva, Sept. 14—The decision of the Ala- 
bame (laims by the Arbitration Tribunal io 
the award and settlement in the case between 
Great Britain and the United States, wae de- 
ee to-duy in the Council room of this 
cit 

t.begine with a recital in formal technical 
language of the terms of the Treaty of Wash~- 
ington, recites the names and titles of the 
arbitrators and agents appointed by the arbi- 
trating Governments, sets forth the facts of 
the aseemblage of the Court in Geneva, ex~ 
changes the verification of the. powers of its 
members, and preseniation of the English 
and American cases by the’ agents and 
counsel. 

Having concluded this legal and judicial 
preface, the Court decision is continued ver- 
batim as follows: 

The Tribunal baviog fally taken into con~ 
sideration the treaty, the cases aod counter 
cases, the documents in evidence, the argu- 
ments and all communications which have 
been made, and baving impartially and care~ 
fally examined the same, bas arrived at s de- 
cision, and presents 1t as follows: 

Whereus, Having regard to tne sixth aod 
seventh articles of the Treaty of Washingtoo, 
the arbitrators are bound by the terms of the 
seventh article in deciding the matters sub-~ 
mitted to them to be governed by three rules 
therein specified, and by such principles of 
international law as sre not inconsistent 
therewith, and ag the arbitrators determine 
«pplicable to the csse, 

hereas, The due diligence referred to in 
he firet and thi d of the said ru‘es should be 
exercised by neutral Goveraments in exact 
proportion to the risks to which either one of 
the belligereats may be exposed by failure to 
fulfil ob:igations of neatrality on their part. 

Whereas, The circumstances out of which 
the facts aud subject matter of the present 
controversy arose were of a nature to call for 
the exercise on the part of Her Mujesty’s Gov- 
erament of all possible solicitude for the ob- 
<ervance of the rights and duties invelved in 
Her Majesty’s proclamation of seutrality. 
iseued on the 13th day of May, in the year of 
our Lord, 1861. The effects of the violation 
of neutrality, committed by the means of the 
construction, equipment aod armament of a 
vessel are not done away with by any com- 
mission which the Goveroment of the bellig- 
erent power, benefitted by the violation of 
neutrality, may afterward grant that vessel, 
and the altimate step by which the offence 
is completed cannot be admitted as a ground 
tor the absolation of the offender, nor the 
consummation of bis fraud become the means 
of establishing bis innocence. 

Whereas, The privilege of externationality 
accorded to vessels of war is admitted into 
the law of nations sot as an absolute right, 
but as founded on « principle of courtesy 
aod mutual deference, and therefore can 
never be appealed to for justification of acts 
done io violation of neutrality, and 

Whereas, The absence of previous legisia~ 
tive rale cannot be regarded as a failure in 
the law of nations in a case in which a vessel 
becarries its own condemnation. 

Whereas, In o:der to impart to supplies of 
coal a character inconsistent with the second 
rule prohibiting the use of neutral ports and 
waters as a basis of operations, it is neces- 
sary that such supplies be connected with 
special circumstances of time, person and 
place. 

THE ALABAMA Case. 

Whereas, With respect to the vessel called 
the Alabama, it slearly results from all the 
facts relative to ber construction in the port 
of Liverpool; ber equipment and armament 
in the vicinity of Terceira, through the 
agency of other vessels desputched ‘rom 
Great Britain for the purpose; thatthe British 
Government failed to use due diligence in the 
performance of its neutral obligations, and 
notwithstanding official representations by 
agents of the United States during the con- 
atraction of said abip, omitted to take effec. 
tive measares for its prevention, aad that 
orders for her detention which the British 
Government did finally give, were is-ued se 
late that the execution of said orders was not 
practicable; and, 

Whereas, After the escape of that vessel, 
the measures which were taken for ber pur- 
suit and arrest were so imperfect as to lead 
to no resalt, and therefore caunot be con- 
sidered as sufficient to release Great Britain 
from the responsibility she iecurred. 

Whereas, Despite the violations of neutral- 
ity thus committed, this same v«ssel was, on 
several occasions, freely admitted to ports of 
the Colonies of Great Britain, imstead of be~ 
ing proceeded against, as she ought to have 
been, io any and every port under British 
a where she might have been found; 
ao 

Whereas, The Government of England can- 
not justify itself for ite failure in due dill 
gence on the plea of insufficiency of the legal 
means of action it possessed, four of the 
Arbitrators, for the reasons above assigned, 
and the fiftn, Lord Chief Justice Cockburn, 
for reasons separately assigned by him, are 
of opiaton that Great Britsin has in this case 
failed by omission to perform the duties pre~ 
scribed in the first and third rules established 
by the Treaty of Washington. 

THB FLORIDA CASS. 

Whereas, With respect to the Florida it re- 
sults from all the facts, that the English 
authorities failed to take measures adequate 
to prevent the violatiun of neutrality, pot- 
withstanding the representations of the 
agents of the United States; thet Her Majes- 
ty’s Government failed to use due diligence 
to fulfil ite duties of neutrality. It likewsse 
results from tke facts, which bave been pre- 
sented Srclative to the stay of the Ureto at 
Nassau, New Providence, at ber issue thence, 
her enlistment of men, ber eupplies and ber 
armament, with the co-operation of British 
vessels, the Prince Alfred being in Green 
Bay, tbat there was negligence on the part 
of the British Colooia! Authorities. 

Whereas, Notwithstanding the violation of 
neutrality which Great Britain committed in 
the case of the Oreto, the same vessel at a 
later date, when called the Florida, was on 
several occasions freely admitted to British 
ports, aad ‘ 

Whereas, The Judicial acquittal of the 
Orete at Nassau, New Providence, cannot re 
lieve Great Britain from the responsibility 
iscurred uoder the priaciples of International 
jaw, nor can the fact of the entry of the 
Florida into the Confederate port of Mobile, 
and,ber stay there daring « period of four 
mooths, extinguish the responsibility pre- 
viously iocurred by Great Bri air, for these 
ressons the Tribanal of Arbitratioo, by a 
majority of four voices to one, it is of opinion 
that Great Britaio hae, in this case, failed by 
ber omission to fulfil the duties prescribed in 
the first, second aed third rules established 
in article siz of the treaty of Washington, 

THE CaS OF THE SHENANDOAH. 


Whereas, with respect to the case of the 
Shenandoah, it results from the facts placed 
before the Court, thatin departure from the 
port of London, and ber subsequent traasfoi—- 
mation into @ cruiser, near Madeira, the 
Eaglish Goverament is not chargeable with 
any failure down to that dete, in due dil ce 
in fulfilling the duties of neutrality ; bat 

Whereas, It results from the tacts connect- 
ed with the stay of the Shenandoah at Mel- 
bourne, especially by the sugmentation 
which Eogland admite to have been clandes- 
tinely effected in her force of men by enlist- 
menis at that port; that there was negligence 
on the part of the British authorities of that 

. For these reasons the Tribunal of 
Arbitration is unanimously of the opinion 
shat Bogland bad failed by act of omission to 
Feld the duties prescribed by the three rales
